On major issues, The Likud did not. 
however, agree to grant Labour 
complete parity, insisting on retain- 
ing an advantage of one portfolio. 
The policy guidelines, the Likud

Last night, after Shamir and 
Moshe Arens met Peres and Rabin 
and outlined their proposal. La- 
bour’s ministers convened and de- 
cided to present the offer to the 
party bureau — whose approval is 
needed to pursue negotiations — on 
Wednesday. Most of the ministers 
believe the Likud's offer is a suffi- 
cient basis for negotiations on form- 
ing a unity government.

Likud favours broad coalition for ‘good of the country’

The Likud ministers yesterday agreed to offer Labour two 
major portfolios in a bid to ferm a broad coalition, after 
deciding that such a government was preferable because of 
public pressure, for the interests of the state and “in view of 
the entire situation.” 

The Likud ministers’ decision also stemmed from the fear 
that a narrow-based government would be in constant danger 
from a strong opposition. 

However. the Likud was continuing to hold intensive 
meetings with the small parties. announcing that if the negoti- 
ations with Labour failed to yield positive results within the 
next two days, it would form a narrow government. 

In their preference for a coalition with Labour, despite the 
possibility of forming a narrow government with the right- 
wing and Orthodox parties, Likud’s ministers were persuad- 
ed by Prime Minister Shamir's arguments in favour of a broad 
coalition. 

Likud sources said the party Tegards a coalition with La- 
bour as the “lesser of the two evils.” 

They explained that a broad government would “save” 
Likud from its commitment to change the Law of Return, 
reduce the number of portfolios to be handed to the small 
parties and help Shamir resist the demand of the right-wing 
parties to annex the West Bank.

U.S. Jews warn of ‘irreversible alienation’

American-Jewish leaders are in 
danger of failing to control the 
groundswell of resentment and an- 
ger against Israel over the bid to 
change the Law of Retum, several 
heads of American-Jewish organiza- 
tions said last night on their arrival 
in Jerusalem. 

They are part of a delegation 
headed by Rabbi Daniel Syme, vice 
president of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations (Refonn). 
and Ruth Popkin, immediate past 
president of Hadassah. The delega- 
tion represents a broad spectrum of 
24 secular and religious orgeniza- 
tions, and includes two Orthodox 
rabbis. It is here to urge Israeli Jead- 
ers to take the *‘Who is a Jew™ issue 
off the political agenda. 

Syme said that passing the amend- 
ment to the Law of Return “would 
cause a psychological trauma 
throughout North America and 
world Jewry, with damaging conse- 
quences for Israel in ways which we 
cannot even anticipate. The diminu- 
tion in giving to Israel would be the 
least of it.” 

He said that the move to change 
the Jaw has already produced a wave 
of “alienation from the state of Isra- 
el. This damage can be repaired if 
the law is not changed. Those who 
say that we can reverse the situation 
and repair the damage if the law is 
changed are making a terrible error. 
Once the law is changed, the situa- 
tion will be out of the hands of the 
leadership.“

Soldiers at the West Bank village of a-Ram last week 
forced a busload of passengers to stone and bum a 
Palestinian flag, and ordered them to sing while it was 
in flames, one passenger claimed yesterday. They were 
beaten, several were ordered onto the roof of the bus, 
and one was compelled to jump off, according to an 
account by Ismail Bsharat, 22, of Jaba. 

The IDF is checking Bsharat's report. which includ- 
ed the following details: Soldiers in a-Ram stopped an 
Arab-owned bus travelling from Jaba to Jerusalem on 
Thursday and ordered pasengers down to remove a 
Palestinian flag hanging on a power line. The soldiers 
threatened to shoot if the passengers did not get off the 
bus, and ordered the group to throw stones at the flag 


to knock it down. 


Soldiers beat a passenger who said he was 15 years 
old, after charging that he was lying about his age and 
should have been carrying an [D card. Another youth 
with a leg cast was beaten on the broken limb when he 
protested that he could not remove the flag because of 


the fracture. 


Bsharat claimed that he was kicked in the stomach 
and beaten on the head after he told soldiers he needed 


a long pole to take down the flag.

An eminent figure in French and 


European life and thought, André 
Neher lived in Jernsalem for the last 
two decades of his life with his wife, 
the historian Renee Bernheim- 
Neher. The people of Israel, he 
taught, are not a queer, controver- 


| sial ethnic group, nor is the Jewish 


State merely a new and troublesome 
nation. All attempts to classify Jew- 
ish existence in accepted terminol- 
ogy are bound to be misleading, be- 
cause a completely different 

is needed if one is to 
understand its unique role in 


In his brilliant portrayal of Moses, 
the foremost prophetic figure and 
eth the one who led the people of 

Israel from the hands of a mighty 
oppressor, Neher explained the sig- 
nificance of an act which has caused 
dismay among those who seek mo- 
rality in the Bible. But it was this 
act, the slaying of a cruel Egyptian 
overseer who was beating a Hebrew 
slave, that demonstrated human de- 
termination to break the bitter cycle 
of injustice and persecution that has 
been established. 

Once the commitment had been 
manifested, God could act with the 
Jews towards the fulfillment of their 
unique vocation. For Judaism was to 
express, first and foremost, the mu- 
tual relationship and ei aig of 
God and man, necessary for fulfill- 


ment of human destiny, Rather than 
a religion with the usual order of 
Tites and worship, it was to be an 
encounter between man and God 
with implications that reach into ev- 
ery aspect of human existence. 
Recognition of this is the key to 
André Neher’s understanding of Ju- 
daism. The Jew became the person 
who, througHiout history, would al- 
ways examine himself in this light 
and question the relevance of every- 
thing he did in relation to God, his- 
tory, the nations and the universe. 
This is what Neher calls the “dialec- 
tical” nature of Jewish life based on 
a deep awareness of this tension. 
The Jew, while remaining con- 
scious of his human potential, 
knows that his life is pervaded with a 
profound reverence for the holy. 
Neher develops this thesis in his 
many essays and books, and was 
committed to it in his own life as 
well. 
IN HIS BOOK, The Prophetic Exis- 
tence, Neher examined the ways in 
which these great figures reflected 
the tensions of human existence. 
The prophets stand out as both the 
most exalted and most tragic figures 
of Jewish history. They were utterly 
involved with the a) otly most 
trivial realities in the life of the na- 
tion, while their ultimate concern

was with the divine and eternal plan. 
Injustice had to be fought because 
God, who freed the children of Isra- 
el from Egyptian bondage, demand- 
ed it as essential to His divine rule. 
Moral behaviour, by man and by 
society, was seen as a way of helping 
to bring God closer to the world. 

And then there is the exclusive- 
ness of the people of Israei. They 
keep apart even when they mingle 
among the nations and they persist 
in asserting their individuality. Yet, 
although the prophets warned the 
Jews against becoming like the peo- 
ples they mixed with, few have spo- 
ken so eloquently of universal hopes 
as the prophets of Israel. Moreover, 
the Jews often had to accept direct 
Tesponsibility for other nations (as, 
for example, Jonah, or Jeremiah). 
Isaiah told the people of Israel that 
they were to become "ἃ light unto 
the nations.” 

Neher stated that the Jew alive at 
any particular time is conscious of 
his responsibility to all time. The 
momentous event of the return of 
the Jewish people to their sacred site 
of the Temple of Holiness as mod- 
em soldiers of the nation of Israel, 
in a technological age, underscored 
poignantly in our days the extent to 
which ancient and modern hopes are 
intertwined in the Jewish mind and

Redemption, Neher explained, 
will come about Le the joint 
efforts of man and God. Meanwhile,

The Kabbalistic revolution in 
Safad in the 16th century was a most 
interesting expression of the convic- 
tion that it is a human task to repair 
our broken world to help redeem 
the universe.

Envy, along with money, has 
a lot to do with the relation- 
ship, and starts with mutual ig- 
norance — Israeli and Amer- 
can, religious and secular.

When Henry VIII jilted the

Church of England. Henry 
didn’t mean to be good for de- 
mocracy, yet did more for reli- 
gious freedom than he could 
have ever possibly imagined.

Jews fly in and out, not under- 
standing that it's out of Sha- 
mir’s hands, it’s out of Peres’ 
hands.

These concerns spilled out on to 
the floor several times at the Gener- 
al Assembly. but UJA and CIJF 
leaders were adamant that cutting or 
cancelling pledges could not be tol- 
erated as a form of protest. Sho- 
shana Cardin, a former CIF presi- 
dent and head of its “Who is a Jew” 
committee, told the assembled fed- 
eration leaders in severe tones that 
if they can’t go home and convince 
their donors that they must not use 
their contributions as a weapon, 
they did not deserve to be called 
leaders. 

“This whole thing is very pain- 
ful," Gray concluded. “Bat 1: I refuse 
to be negative. Perhaps even some 


could. come out of it. -Per-.- 


haps the time bas come for this 
problem to solved out of mutual re- 
spect between the Orthodox and the 
non-Orthodox. When Jews work to- 
gether, there is no problem that 
can't be solved.

TT IS WIDELY KNOWN that Re- 
form and Conservative Jews in 
America are among the most gener- 
ous donors to Orthodox institutions, 
both in the U.S. and Israel.

munity, which is relatively small, 
and Jeans in a traditional direction, 
even though he is not Orthodox.

At the General Assembly, where 
B.G. met for four days of mmtensive 
discussions with his Federation and 
UIA colleagues, the “Who is a Jew" 
issue was item number one on the 
agenda.

For example, a respected figure in 
Federation circles, Esther Leah Ritz 
of Milwaukee, stressed to the 3,000

clear to them and to others the role 
of the Schneerson cabal in instigat- 
ing and propagating the “Who Is ἃ 
Jew’ issue. it is time to put this on 
the front burner.” 

A director of a large federation 
said privately that “there is a wide- 
spread feeling among our leaders 
that we have to cut off our alloca- 
tions to the Lubavitch.

They just want 
people to understand what being 
Jewish is all about. 


“Maybe they see a problem that I 
don’t fully understand. Maybe their 
vision is better than mine. You 
know, it is of vital importance what 
happens two or three generations 
ahead. If my great-grandson can't 
marry your great-granddaughter, 
then this is a terrible situation. They 
are trying to unify the Jewish people 
now so that this doesn’t happen.” 

One thing does disturb B.G. 
about Habad’s “Who is a Jew” cam- 
paign — its militancy. He noted that 
“they do everything else with a soft- 
er approach. I'm not in favour of 
their absolutist stand on this issue, 
but I am in favour of the other things 
they do. So I don't think they are 
100 per cent, but then nothing is.” 

What should Reform and Conser- 
an Jews do who feel threatened

REFORM AND Conservative lead- * 
ers, together with many other 
American Jewish izations, are 
asking the state of Israel not to 
change the Law of Return in favour 
of Orthodox standards. Their con- 
cern is that the unity of the Jewish 
people will be preserved and no ma- 
jor split between Israel and the Di- 
aspora will occur. 

If asked why there could be such a 
split, the answer is that the Jews of 
the gola represent various equally 
valid interpretations of how to de- 
fine a Jew. To accommodate all 
these interpretations, Orthodox de- 
mands should not be granted. If 
there would have been only one in- 
terpretation, however, there would 
be no problem and no split would 
occur. 

For thousands of years, the defini- 
tion of a Jew has been one born of a 
Jewish mother, or converted ac- 
cording to the principles of Jewish 
Law as laid down in the Talmud and 
the Codes. Irrespective of how these 
principles came into existence, they 
have been universally accepted and 
were never challenged. 

These halachic norms created a 
unique nation, an absolute unity in 
which every Jew is a Jew by the 
same standard and definition, gen-

eration after generation. Through 
this innate unity, the Jewish people 
has been capable of standing up to 
all its enemies, physical or spiritual. 

this was true until just over a 
hundred years ago, when the Re- 
form and Conservative movements 
made their entry into our history, 
casting asidé whole areas of the ha- 
lacha. Suddenly halacha was no 
longer decisive, even on such a cro- 
cial issue as Who is a Jew. 

From the history of the Reform 
and Conservative movements, it is 
clear that each rabbi chooses his or 
her own criteria for what constitutes 
Judaism. That historical break re- 
sulted in τοῖα! confusion on Who is a 
Jew. Some made conversion depen- 
dant on lighting of candles, another 
on reading a part of the Bible, or 
holding a Tora scroll, and still others 
on immersing in a mikva without, 
however, making a full commitment 
to keeping Jewish law in its entirety 
(which is the sine qua non of Ortho- 
dox conversions). 

IF TODAY the issue of conversion 
is a maze of confusion, who is re- 
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sponsible for this? The Reform and 
Conservative movements have cre- 
ated chaos in an area that for thou- 
sands of years was never the subject 
of conflict. How can the Reform and 
Conservative movements suddenly 
call for Jewish unity, when they 
themselves are responsible for the 
disunity? . 


"Which definition of Jewishness is 
acceptable to all three movements? 
Orthodox conversions are definitely 
acceptable to the Reform and Con- 
servative movements. Reform and 
Conservative conversions, however, 
can not be acceptable to the Ortho- 
dox,. since they simply do not meet 
Orthodox Balachic standards, which 
the Orthodox, in all sincerity, be- 
lieve to be the revealed Will of God. 
Asking Orthodoxy to accept Re- 
form/Conservative conversions sug- 
gests an impossible compromise of 
basic beliefs. Is it not obvious then; 
that Orthodox standards will have to 
be accepted if one is genuinely con- 
cerned about unity, irrespective of 
one’s personal religious philosophy? 

Is this the time to change stan- 
dards which have preserved us for 
thousands of years, especially after 
the Holocaust? Whether one is per- 
sonally religious or not, or Reform 
or Conservative, is irrelevant. It is

highly impractical for the Jewish 
people arbitrarily to alter well-es- 
tablished definitions. If we do, then 
‘we call into question the validity of 
all established definitions of Juda- 
ism.

Protecting yourself from a devaluation 


If not in foreign currency, what else?

In the face of the ongoing flight 
from the shekel in favour of foreign 
currencies and even of linked sav- 
ings schemes, a seemingly absurd 

- situation has arisen: The rate of in- 
terest on unlinked shekel deposits 
has soared to such stratospheric lev- 
els that the “obvious” need to pro- 
tect oneself against the devaluation 
that everyone believes is round the 
corner has to be reconsidered. _ 

The ideal scenario, of course. is 
that you move out of shekels and 
into a liquid foreign currency invest- 
ment Monday, and then that after- 
noon the shekel is devalued. On 
Tuesday, you do a reverse flip. sell- 
ing the foreign currency investment 
and rushing back to the shekel, lock- 
ing in your money at still-high inter- 
est rates for the next few months. 
This is the best of all worlds, but 
hardly anyone have it, and here 
are some of the reasons why: 

O TIMING: Nobody knows when 
the darned thing is going to happen. 
if it is going to happen at ail. Lf vou 
jump too early, you are losing out 
on high shekel interest rates; if too 
late, you miss the devaluation bus. 

O CURRENCY: “Buying foreign 
currency” is ao almost meaningless 
prescription. Which currency or cur- 
rencies should you buy? They keep 
jumping around: whoever bought 
the dollar a few weeks ago is surely 
cursing the day he did so, but that 
could change very quickly, so maybe 
one shouldn't buy the yen or sterling 
today. 

O LIQUIDITY: There are few 
straightforward ways of buying for- 
eign currency in a form that allows 
easy entry and exit, unless you are 
ao immigrant or a foreigner with 
rights to buy back currency against 
shekels — and even these are now 
circumscribed. Israelis can buy pa- 
tam dollars, but they must be put on 
‘deposit for a whole year. Corpora- 
tions can move funds around, via 
their import and export activities, 
and by changing the pattern of their 
borrowing, but this takes days and 
weeks to do. In the interim they lose 
interest, and cannot take advantage 
of high shekel interest rates. 


0 EXPECTATIONS: Dollar- 
linked securities have long since tak- 
en the expected devaluation into ac- 
count, and their prices have moved 
up accordingly. The only way to 
Boe ier them is to buy long in 

vance of anything happening and 
sell just before it actually happen - 


the old adage of “buy the rumour, 
sell the fact.” This zequires astute 
timing. The day after the devalua- 
tion, evervone will rush to sell, and 
prices will actually fall. to the sur- 
prise of many suckers who bought 
too late and actually end up losing. 

For all these, and other, reasons, 
protecting money against a devalua- 
tion ὃν linking it to foreign currency 
in one form or another fs difficult, 


-and usually fails. In addition, any 


transactions in and out of currency 
certainly involve costs, including 
spreads between buying and selling 
rates and commissions. The ques- 
tion therefore arises - Why bother? 

Why not, instead, take advantage 
of the market sifuation created by 
ali the clever people and early birds 
who, in their eagemess to cover 
themselves against a devaluation, 


have emptied the market of shekels 
and thereby driven shekel interest 
rates sky-high? If you don’t know 
the daie of the next devaluation, but 
are content to assume that it will not 
be larger than 15%, the following 
offers by the commercial banks may 
be of interest: 


G1 FIRST INTERNATIONAL 
BANK has a deposit called “pakam 
meshupar.” or the improved short- 
term deposit, which seems to live up 
to its blurb as the best-paying depos- 
it in the banking system. 

The idea of PM, as we will call it 
for short, is very simple: Each week 
the Bank of Israel allows the banks 
to bid for an amount of money via 
the monetary tender. The rate fixed 
at the tender determines the interest 
rate for deposits in the PM frame- 


work as well, In other words. the 
rate of interes: on PM deposits is 
linked to the rate established in the 
weekly monetary tender. and fluctu- 
ates from week to week in fine with 
it. 

There are three distinct advan- 
tages to the PM deposit. One is that 
it has been paying tie highest rates 
of any bank deposit. The second is 
that there is ἃ “floor” rate. so that 
even if interest rates fall sharply. 
you have a locked-in worst-case situ- 
ation. while if they rise. sou benefit. 
The third is that it is available for 
even fairly smal! sums. since it starts 
at NIS 2.500. and all deposits for a 
given time period receive the same 
Tate of interest. 

The depositor can choose be- 
tween having his money in for peri- 
ods of from one weck to six months. 


In each case, the rate will change 
every week, but the level of interest 
for longer-periods is always higher 
than for shorter ones. With interest 
rates on the monetary tender jump- 
ing up in recent weeks, PM depos- 
its have begun to look very enticing. 
After last Thursday's fixing of 
33.2% per annum in the monetary 
tender, First Intemational was offer- 
ing the following rates: 26.55% on- 
one-week deposits. 28.21% on one 
month, 31.55% on three months 
and 34.85% on six months. 

The minimum rates guaranteed 
for these deposits ranged from 13% 
to 18.4%. depending on the dura- 
tion of the deposit. 

0 ISRAEL DISCOUNT BANK 
has brought two new. or brushed- 
up, deposits to market in the last 
two weeks, in an effort to attract 


funds ta shekel deposits. Since the 
anly way to attract funds is by pey- 
ing high interes: rates. that's +hat 
Discount is doing. 

In the first piace. the bank opened 
a campaign that focused on its “pa- 
katz breira” deposit. and on the 
two-month maturity span rather 
than any other, The terms of the 
campaign were that the bank would 

ν᾿ prime plus 4%0 for any amount 
above NIS 1,000, for the two-moath 
period. At the time. that meant an 
Interest rate of 30.2%. but chis has 
sinee risen. Given the fact that thi 
deposit carries a chores betmeen 
fixed and floating rates. the fixed 
rate of 20° provides 2 high-level 
floor beneath the floating-rate. al- 
though this is itself stil going up. as 
prime rates follow other rates 
higher. 

A week later. Discount reap 
peared on the scene with “pakam 
plus."” This is a deposit for two 
weeks at a time, which renews itself 
automatically. uniess the saver gives 
an order to the contrary. The rate of 
interest changes every two weeks. 
when the deposit rolls over. Here. 
too, Discount sought to set an δί- 
tractive rate, to get the campaign 
rolling. and chose to offer 19% for 
the first two-week period. on every 
sum from NIS 1,000 and upwards. 


© BANK HAPOALIM led the 
way with the new-style revolving de- 
posits. when it began marketing 
what it called the “multi-week profit 
deposit.” Whereas Discount’s de- 
posit rolls over every two weeks, 
and can in theory carry on for ever. 
Hapoalim’s is renewed every week. 
but only until the end of January 
1989. Hapoalim also added new 
prime rate-linked deposits earlier 
this month, and the recent series of 
increases in prime rates have kept 
pushing the rate paid on these de- 
posits higher. However. that has not 
been enough, and Hapoalim has 
boosted the rates of interest on 
these deposits even higher than the 
prime rate increases would alone 
warrant. and most of them are now 
paying around 20% for periods of 
up to three months. 

It will be seen. however, that First 
International's pakam meshupar is 
way ahead of any other short-term 
deposit. Investors seeking to cash in 
on the high shekel interest rates 
which seem set to continue for at 
least the next few weeks. unless the 
devaluation actually takes place 
sooner, will presumably draw their 
own conclusions.

open to new solutions. If the status 
qzo is working, then why change 
Strategies.

So far, the centre has mainly

At present. the centre is working 
on five projects matching up 
Jewish and Arab investors, but 
Kreimer says she has been told to 
expect between 10-20 failed attempts 
for every successful deal.

A survey conducted by the centre 
over the summer found there are 
well over 30 Jewish-Arab partner- 
ships, most of them small businesses. 
The survey found that most partoer- 
ships, which tend to be on a 50-50 
basis. were concentrated in food, 


textiles and clothing: These kind of | 


businesses are generally low risk and 
require little capital, but they offer 
only a low return on investment and 
labour. Kreimer insists that with 
more and more Arab university 
graduates looking for work, and 
with the economy undergoing a 
structural change away from such 
industry. now is the time to change 
the orientation of the Arab sector 
with the help of joint Jewish-Arab 
ventures.

The number of people re- 
ceiving unemployment benefits 
has jumped nearly 60% over 
the past 10 months.

The unemployment rate 
meanwhile, jumped 17% in the 
space of the last quarter, from 
5.9% in the second quarter to 
6.9% in the third, the latest 
Labour Ministry employment 
survey points out.

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on offer, of which 15.100 were

Citrus growers call for 
2,000 foreign workers

TEL AVIV - The country’s citrus 
growers yesterday wamed that un- 
less the government allows them to 
bring in 2,000 foreign workers for 
the upcoming harvest, their expo: 
could be severely hurt. = 

Speaking at a press conference 
here, Shlomo Reisman. head of the 
Israel Farmers Association, said the 
growers stood 10 lose $20 million a 
week, if the Labour Ministry did not 
respond favourably to their request. 
The citrus harvest season begins 
next month and lasts until April. 

About 12,000 workers are needed 
to harvest the country's 350,000 
dunams of citrus fruits, Reisman 
Said, but under the best of condi- 
tions, only 8,000 would be available. 
This is because the industry relies 
almost totally on Palestinian work- 
ers from the territories. “We are 
sorry to say that despite the growing 
probiem of unemployment in this 
country, there are virtually no Jew- 
ish workers willing to do this kind of 
work,” Reisman said. 

He noted that the growers would 
be forced to bear the additional 
costs of large fines when ships are

Payden bent 
the champion backward, quickly 
submerging him in the water. 

“TI felt so clean, so pure and re- 
bom, and I think (religion) is going 
to change my life... Baptism is an 


unbelievable experience,"’ Tyson 
said afterwards. Throughout the 
three-hour service and baptism, Ty- 
son sang and clapped his hands to 
gospel music.

U.S. court refuses to let 
Habad display Hanukkia 


Jerusalem 

The U.S. Supreme Court yester- 
day refused to let Habad display a 
Hanukkia on the steps of a Pitts- 
burgh government building. The 
eight-day Hanukka festival begins 
this Saturday night. 

By an 8:1 vote, the justices turned 
down an emergency request by Ha- 
bad aimed at permitting display of 
the 5.4-metre menora. A lower fed- 
eral appeals court had barred the 
display and that of a Christmas Na- 
tivity scene at another local govern- 
ment building. 

The Supreme Court is set to de- 
cide in July whether displaying the 
menora and the Nativity scene vio- 
lates the constitutionally required 
separation of church and state. 

The menora has been displayed 
each year since 1982. Justice Harry 


A. Blackmun was the lone vote to 
permit the display. 

The Nativity scene depicting the 
birth of Jesus has been displayed 
inside the main entrance of the Alle- 
gheny County Courthouse for about 
six weeks during the Christmas sea- 
son since 1981. Its owner, the Holy 
Name Society. a Roman Catholic 
men's group, has not sought emer- 
gency action that would permit dis- 
play of the creche during the Christ- 
mas season this year. 

The Supreme Court in 1984 per- 
mitted communities nationwide to 
include pact —— ata other 
Teligious symbols in officially spon- 
sored holiday displays. 

But lower courts since have treat- 
ed the 1984 decision as a narrow 
one, and have not allowed various 
vernment-sponsored Christmas 
plays deemed too religious. 


Turkey seen likely to upgrade — 
ties with Israel and ‘Palestine’ 


ANKARA (Reuter) -- Turkey is 
likely to agree to any request from 
Israel and the newly-proclaimed 
Palestinian state to upgrade their 
diplomatic ties with Ankara to am- 
bassadorial level, an official source 
said yesterday. 

Diplomatic sources said any up- 
grading would probably be done 
simultaneously. 

Turkey, 2 member of both the 
Nato Wester alliance and the Is- 
lamic Conference Organization, 
recognized: the Palestinian state 
shortly after it was proclaimed in 
Algiers on November 15. 

The PLO has a representative 
mission in Ankara headed by Ribhi 
Halioum Hijazi. It has two accredit- 
ed diplomats. 

The Israeli legation, headed by 
charge d'affaires Yehuda Millo, has 
six accredited diplomats. ° 
Menachem Shalev adds: __ 

Officials in Jerusalem said that 


while Israel wished to upgrade dip- 
lomatic ties with Turkey, it did not 
wish to do so in tandem with a simi- 
lar move between Turkey and a Pal- 
estinian state. “‘As long as the two 
are tied together it will be very diffi- 


. cult for us to react seriously and talk 


about it,” one official said. 
Foreign Ministry sources said last 
night that the rumours of the im- 
pending Turkish move are probably 
meant to placate the U.S. Congress. 


The sources said that the Turkish 
move. would be welcomed under 
other circumstances. As it is, Tur- 
key had disappointed Israel by being 
the first non-Arab country, and the 
first with diplomatic relations with 
Israel, to recognize the Palestinian 
state. Turkey, the sources said, had 
Not even lived up to its own commit- 
ment to recognize the Palestinian 
state only after al! Arab countries 
had recognized it.

Fear of being a ‘pariah’.

Mona Williams of Wellington. 
New Zealand, a reptesentative at 
the first international Jewish Femi- 
nist Conference knows what it’s like 
to have the validity of her Judaism 
called into question. 
Williams, who was born in Guy- 
ana, South America, grew up “un- 
derstanding” herself to be Jewish 
because her family practised tradi- 
tional Jewish customs. But when she 
came to New Zealand 18 vears ago. 
she was told that she wauld have to 
undergo a conversion ceremony. 
For her, it was more a matter of 
affirmation than conversion. but if 
there were doubts about her Juda- 
ism, she wanted to set them at rest. 
She joined the Progressive Syna- 
gogue. which she says makes con- 
verts feel more welcome than does 
the Orthodox Synagogue, and after 
five years of study was converted by 


a Reform Rabbi. 
Asked if she would be prepared to 


go through the conversion process 
again if the Law of Return was 
changed and she decided to come to 
Israel to live, Williams replied: “If 
aliya and {srael mean that much to 
me I would; but I feel that it's not a 
personal position.~ 

Williams who has studied the var- 
ly Jewish settlers in New Zealand, 
noted that there was a lack of Jewish 
women. Jewish men who wanted to 
marry insisted that their wives con- 
yert. So if the “Who is a Jew” 
amendment is passed. many Cohens 
and Levys may discover that they 
have become “disenfranchised.~ 

Williams said that in New Zea- 
Jand, people who have undergone 
an berg conversion Lagan 
Progressive Synagogue once they 
are widowed.
